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Applicant argues the relevance of the rigid release liner as proposed in the claims. Applicant discloses the rigid release liner as comprising 
a polymeric sheet such as a high-density polyethylene among other embodiments in the specification (Page 9, line 1 3). The prior art of 
record, Keusch et al. (US 4,989,607) discloses use of a polyethylene release liner (Col. 14, II. 35 - 39). Keusch is silent as to the density of 
the polyethylene release liner. 

Keusch discloses the claimed invention except for the density or thickness of the polyethylene release liner. It would have been an obvious 
matter of design choice to utilize a denser or thicker release liner, since such a modification would have involved a mere change in the size 
of a component. A change in size is generally recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the art. In re Rose, 105 USPQ 237 
(CCPA 1955). 
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
